Surrenders Mach 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 23-—Marshal 
Sun Chuan-FPang once over-lord of 
five of the richest provinees§ in 
China, today surrendered the capi- 
tal of his last remaining state to an 
erstwhile enemy in a desperate ef- 
fort to prevent Shanghai and the 
surrounding important territory in 
Kiangsu province from falling into 
the hands of his mortal foes, the 
Cantonese a 

Meanwhile the tnternational city 
remained on edge as the resylt of 
being bombarded yesterday by a 
Chinese gunboat in the Whangpoo 
river here which deserted Marshal 
Sun's cause and attempted to shell 
his arsenal by firing over the metro- 
polis. The guns were defective, and 
the shells fell short, five landing 
in the French concession and five 
in the Chinese section, killing two 
natives and damaging two American 
residences. 

Instantly the French forces here 
were aroused. Two French gunboats 
trained their guns on two other 
Chinese warcraft which were near- 
by and which also were reported to 
have turned against Marsha! Sun, in 
favor of the Cantonese.
